The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
Association,  shall  assist  tlie  Seci-etary,  and  in  l»is  absence 
pel  foi  ni  his  duties ;  but  he  shall  not  sign  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment of  accounts. 
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XL—FINANCIAL   SECRETAUY. 

Sec.  1. — The  Financial  Secretary  sliall  attend  at  nil  rcpjular 
meetings  of  the  Association;  keep  a  record  of  members' 
names  and  of  the  state  of  their  accounts  \fith  the  Associ.ition  ;

XVI—LITEIIAKY   COMMITTEE. 

Skc.  1.  —  At  each  annual  meetin<ij  of  the  Association  a 
Comiuitteo  of  seven  shull  be  elected  tor  tho  purpoi^e  oi  organ" 
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izing  nnd  working  u  Literary  Class  in  ihn  Association.  The 
Con^niittuo  at  its  lir^t  meutiug  shall  appoint  a  Chairman  and 
Secretary. 

Sec.  '2 — Tho  Comnjittee  shall  not  meet  nor  organize  so 
long  as  a  Literary  or  Debating  Class  is  in  active  working  in 
the  Association. 

XVII.— THE    BUILDING    FUND. 

Sec.  1. — There  shall  be  a  fund  to  be  known  as  '*  The 
Building  Fund,"  established  and  maintained  in  the  Association 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  redemption  of  loans  rai.sed 
on  tho  security  of  the  real  estate  of  the  Associatijn,  and  for 
defraying  any  expenses  incurred  for  alterations  or  improve- 
ments in  the  large  hall  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2. — One-half  of  all  sums  received  for  rent  of  the  Hall 
of  the  Association,  and  ten  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  of 
all  entertainments  given  in  the  Hall  of  the  Association  by 
Classes  or  Committees  of  the  Association  (and  in  case  such 
per  centage  should  exceed  the  net  receipts,  then  all  such  net 
receipts  in  lieu  of  such  per  centage)  shall  be  banked  by  the 
Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  such  fund.  Any  grants  that 
may  be  voted  by  the  Association  or  Council  from  time  to 
time,  and  any  donations  from  members  or  others  shall  like- 
wise he  banked  to  the  credit  of  such  fund. 

►Sec.  8. — Ihe  Treasr.icr  shall  keep  a  separate  account  in 
his  books  for  s-uch  fund,  and  shall  not  allow  any  of  the  moneys 
in  such  fund  to  be  applied  to  any  object  outside  of  the  pur- 
poses for  which  such  fund  is  established,  unless  authorized  by 
u  jMiijute  of  Council  subsequently  ap[iroved  of  by  a  two-thirds 
vole  of  the  Association  at  a  regilar  or  special  meeting. 

XVIII.— DISSOLUTION  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

.  Sec.  1. — The  Association  shall  not  be  dissolved  or  otherwise 
cease  to  exist,  s(  long  as  there  are  thirteen  active  members 
iu  good  standino;  wiliiuo;  that  it  should  be  continued. 

Sec.  2. — The  property  of  the  Association,  or  the  proceeds 
thereof,  simll  not  at  any  time  be  divided  aniongbt  the  indivi- 
dual members  or  otherwise  become  the  property  ol  any  one  or 
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moro  of  thorn,  either  before  or  ftfter  the  dissohKion,  unless  by 
bona  fide  purchase  for  sufficient  vahiahle  consiilcnitinn. 

ISec.  8  — In  case  of  the  dissohitinn  (if  the  Association  tho 
property  thereof,  or  tho  proceeds  of  such  property,  shall  bo 
devoted  to  such  Roman  Cntholie  charitable  purposes  as  tho 
Association  may  provide.  In  case  tiie  Association  sliall  inako 
no  •  uch  provi'-ion  then  such  property,  or  proceeds,  shall  j^o  to 
some  Koujan  Catholic  Institution  or  Associatiou  in  Halifax 
for  the  benefit  of  orphan  or  destitute  children. 
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XIX.— THE  SEAL  OF  THE   ASSOCIATION. 

Sec.  1. — The  Seal  of  the  Association  shall  be  made  of 
suitable  metal  and  have  engraved  on  it  the  words : — '*  Yonug 
Men's  Literary  Association,  organized  18(37;  incorporated 
1870  by  Act  of  Province  of  Nova  Scotia." 

Sec.  2. — The  Seal  of  the  Association  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Secretary. 

Sec.  3. — All  deeds  and  documents  to  which  the  Association 
is  a  party,  and  for  the  due  execution  of  which  a  seal  is  required, 
shall  be  authenticated  by  the  Seal  of  the  A..^sociation  and  the 
signatures  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Associatiou 
lor  the  time  beins:. 
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I.— MEiyriNGS. 

Sfc.  1. — Tim  annual  meeting;  of  the  Assooiation  sliall  be 
held  in  the  Hall  of  the  Association,  on  tiie  first  'J  hursday  in 
Oetoher  in  en(;h  year  ;  and  in  case  there  shall  in  any  year  ho 
a  failure  to  «Tive  seasonable  notictc  of  the  annual  me(!ling,  the 
panie  may  be  hold  on  the  same  day  of  the  lollowiug  week, 
after  due  notice  given. 

Skc.  '2. — The  ann\ial  meetinp;,  as  well  as  other  meetings, 
may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time,  and  the  Secretary  shall 
not  notify  mend)er8  of  Kdj^urned  meetin«»s,  unless  instructed  to 
do  so  by  the  meeting  at  which  the  adjournment  takes  place. 

8ec.  3. — The  re^rular  meetings  of  the  Association  shn'l  bo 
held  on  the  first  IhnrKlay  of  each  month  throughout  th.,  year. 

Nkc  4  — >^|)ccial  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the 
President  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  or  whenever 
twelve  members  of  the  Association  shall  re(juest,  in  writing, 
a  meeting  for  S(>me  sf)ecial  object,  whic!\  must  be  stated. 

Skc.  o. — At  special  meetings  no  other  business  but  that  for 
which  the  meeting  was  called  shidl  be  transacted,  and  any 
resolution  which  does  not  refer  to  the  matter  under  consider- 
ation shall  not  be  re  eived. 

Sec.  6.  —  Any  twelve  members,  with  the  President  or  one 
of  the  Vice-Presidents,  shall  form  a  quorum  and  be  co^npetent 
to  transact  business  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Skc.  7. — In  the  event  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents 
being  absent  on  the  night  of  any  regular  or  special  meeting, 
of  which  members  have  been  legally  notified,  the  Secretary 
shall  call  the  meeting  to  order,  and  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation present  shall  elect  a  chairman. 

II.~ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.— The  ofiieers  and  members  of  the  Council  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting   in  October,  the  pre- 
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flidinj;  otricor  nnmin;^  two  mcmliots  present  to  eliock  and 
examine  the  buUut  ;  he  shall  then  declHru  the  result  to  the 
meeting. 

Skc.  2. — Only  mcmbors  in  good  standin^r  will  be  eligible 
for  ofTice  or  the  Council,  or  allowed  to  vote  at  nn  eleetion. 

Wec.  o. — Officers  o(  previous  years  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election. 

Sec.  4. — Only  the  ballots  furnished  by  the  Secretary  shall 
bo  us'^d,  and  the  successful  candidate  must  have  a  clear 
majority  of  the  members  present  eligible  to  vote,  to  conslilutc 
his  election. 

Sec.  5  — Should  any  vacancies  occur,  the  samo  shall  be 
filled  up  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  6. — When  thete  is  only  one  caudidafo  for  an  ofTice,  be 
sball  be  declared  unanimously  elected  without  be'ng  balloted 
for. 

Sec.  7. — A  disputed  count  can  only  be  reconsidered  at  the 
same  meeting. 

Sec.  8  — Should  an  ineligible  candidate  be  elected  as  an  offi- 
cer or  member  of  the  Council,  the  Ast-ociation  at  any  time,  on 
discovery  of  the  fact,  shall  declare  the  office  or  position  held 
by  him  vacant,  and  another  election  shall  immediately  take 
place. 

Sec.  9. — Should  any  dispute  arise  as  to  the  ballots  used  or 
the  count,  a  reconsideration  shall  only  be  allowed  at  the  meet- 
ing at  which  the  ballot  was  taken. 

III.— DUES. 

Sec.  1. — Every  member  entering  the  Association  shall  pay 
an  Initiation  Fee  of  one  dollar  to  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
and  an  additional  monthly  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  at  every 
regular  meeting  of  tiie  Association. 

Sec.  2. — The  dues  shall  commence  from  the  date  of  a 
member's  election,  and  if  the  Initiation  Fee  be  not  paid  within 
one  month,  such  election  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  3. — Any  member  three  months  in  arrears  neglecting 
to  pay  his  dues  after  notice  from  the  Financial  Secretary,  shall 
be  liable  to  expulsion  from  the  Association  ;  and  the  Council 
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hhall  report  the  nanifis  of  all  inombcry  (»xpclle<l  and  tlio  nrronrs 
(liu!  by  lliem,  at  tlio  re;;ular  meeting  ol  tliu  At^sociation  next 
following  Hucli  expnlsion. 

Skc;.  \. — Any  nicrnl)er  cxnollod  from  tho  Association  for 
non-payment  of  du  9  shall  not  Ijc  oli*?il»ie  for  ro  oIiM-tion  until 
liis  back  dues  lia\e  been  paid  to  the  Financial  Scnn?tary.  In 
no  CHMo  will  an  expelled  niend)er  bo  required  to  pay  more  than 
a  year's  dues.  The  Council  may  remit  the  payment  of  the 
eecoud  IniiiatioD  Fee. 

IV.— MKMHKRS.

— If  after  a  candidate  is  elected  any  statement  in  his 
proposition  be  found  false  in  any  particular,  such  election  shall 
be  null  and  void,  and  any  initiation  fee  or  dues  which  may 
have  been  paid  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Association.

Skc.  7. — Each  conimittoe  .'^hall  turnish  the  Conneil  qtiarterly, 
in  time  for  the  rc;,'ular  nicetin;^  of  tli(j  AsHociation,  with  a  full 
report  of  its  labours,  and  of  its  condition,  financial  and  oth'T- 
wife  ;  and  all  reports,  statements  and  books  of  account  shall 
be  examined  and  Hi^^ned  by  two  of  the  .luditor.s  of  the  A.s.so- 
ciation  before  being  submitted  to  the  Council  or  Association. 

»Skc.  8. — When  the  funds  in  the  po.ssession  of  any  com- 
mittee exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  same  and  all  subsequent 
money.s  i-hall  be  paid  over  to  the  J'inancial  ^Secretary  of  the 
As.sociation  ;  and  the  'rroasnrer  of  the  As.sociation  will 
hold  the  same,  subject  to  the  oidcr  of  the  Chairman  and  Sec- 
retary of  such  committee  until  the  committee  prcbcnt  a  final 
report,  when  he  shall  convey  any  balance  to  the  general  account.

Sec.  3.— All  fiiwincial  reports,  ntid  nny  reports  rontaininj* 
any  Hcrouut  of  tho  leceipt  or  expenditure  of  any  nionry,  Hhail 
lie  audited,  and  no  eiiairnian  shall  put  any  motion  to  adopt 
any  such  report  uide.sH  the  Hanio  is  certified,  hy  at  least  two 
of  the  members  of  tlio  Auditing  Committee,  to  have  boon 
audited  and  tuuud  coriect. 


XH.— FOKFKITUKK   OF   OFFICK. 

Skc  1. — In  the  event  of  any  otlicer  or  member  of  tho 
Touncil  abscnfin;i;  him.-elf  from  the  City  for  one  month  or 
mor«,  without  huvin;^-  first  notified  tho  Council,  the  Associ- 
ation may  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  any  rejjular  rneetinf?, 
declare  tho  office  or  position  iu  tho  CouuimI  held  by  such 
member  vacant,  an*l  thereupon  another  member  shall  bo  im- 
mediately ele(tted  in  his  place .

RECULATIONlk. 

1.  M'ithin  a  week  at  least  after  the  annnni  nirclinj!:  of  tlio 
Association,  the  .SefretMry  shall  notify  the  nicndicrs  of  Conncil 
eh'ct  to  meet  on  such  evening  ixa  may  he  appointed  by  the 
-President. 

2.  'Jlio  rnc(;tlnn;s  of  the  Council  shall  be  called  to  order  by 
the  President  taking):  the  (hair.  If  the  President  be  absent 
on  the  ni(»ht  of  a  meL'iin^*,  the  senior  moniber  of  the  Couvcd 
(according  to  the  rotati(jn  in  which  they  were  elected)  shall 
act  as  chairnian. 

3.  Ac  the  first  meeting:  of  a  new  Conncil  a  member  shall 
be  appointed  to  act  as  Stcretaiy.  The  Secretary  shall  servo 
for  a  year — keep  a  correct  acconnt  of  all  business  transacted 
in  tbe   "  Minute   Book"  of  the  Council,  and   notify  the  mem- 
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4.  A  n)enilier  not  an  office-holder,  shall,  at  the  first  meet- 
ing:, be  appointed  the  third  memher  of  the  "  Auditing  Com- 
mittee" of  the  Association. 

5.  An  "  Investigatinn;  Committee"  of  three,  to  serve  for  a 
year,  shall  be  apj)ointed  at  the  first  meeting'.  The  committee 
shall  inquire  into  and  report  upon  all  pro[)usitiuns  for  member- 
ship. 

6.  A  standing  *'  Committee  on  Repairs  and  Tmprove- 
nients"  shall  be  appointed  at  such  meeting.  The  duty  of  the 
Cnmmitlee  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  upon  all  repairs,  alter- 
ations and  improvements  needed  on  the  building  and  pre- 
mises. "When  any  such  work  is  ordered  to  be  done  by  the 
Council,  the  Committee  shall  superintend  and  see  the  same 
properly  executed.  All  bills  for  repairs  shall  be  reported  on 
by  the  Committee  before  being  passed  in  Council  ;  and  such 
Committee  may  have  repairs  made  without  the  previous  per- 
ms^ion  of  the  Conncil  in  any  cnse  where  the  cost  of  such 
repairs  shall  not  exceed  the  si'.m  of  ten  dollars. 
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7.  The  regular  meetings  shall  ha  held  on  every  alternnlo 
Monday  throuf^hout  the  year  ;  hut  special  meetings  nmy  he 
called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  whenever  three  mem- 
bers shall  request  a  meeting  for  some  special  object. 

8.  Seven  members  slwill  constitute  a  quorum,  and  bo 
capable  of  transacting  any  business  of  the  Council. 

9.  The  vote  on  the  admission  of  a  candidate,  or  the  expul- 
sion of  a  member  of  the  Association,  shall  bo  by  ballot.  On 
all  other  matters  the  voting  shall  be  open.  A  n«ajority  of  one 
ehall  be  sufficient  to  decide  any  question 

10.  In  open  voting  the  Chairman  shall  be  entitled  lo  a 
vote  only  in  the  event  of  a  tie.  When  the  vote  is  by  ballot 
the  Chairman  shall  vote  with  the  other  members  ;  and  if  the 
result  be  a  tie,  the  question  shall  be  left  over  until  the  next 
meeting,  and  so  on  until  a  different  result  be  arrived  lit.  In 
no  case  is  the  Chairman  to  vote  twice  on  a  question. 

11.  Special  Committees  may  be  appointed  at  any  meeting, 
nnd,  when  it  is  deemed  necessary,  members  of  the  Association, 
not  members  of  the  Council,  may  be  appointed  on  such 
Committees. 

12.  The  members  shall  decide  among  themselves  in  what 
manner  the  "  Councillors  in  Charge  "  shall  be  appointed. 
The  members  of  Council  in  Charge  shall  serve  as  the  **  Eoom 
Committee"  from  one  regular  meeting  of  the  Association  to 
another. 

13.  At  the  first  meeting  in  September,  every  year,  a 
Committee  of  three  shall  be  appointed  to  draft  and  compose 
the  *'  Annual  Report  of  the  Council ;  '*  and  the  Council 
meeting  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association 
shall  be  devoted  to  reading  and  considering  such  report, 
together  with  the  reports  of  the  Officers,  Classes  and  Com- 
mittees of  the  Association. 

(h)  No  portion  of  the  foregoing  regulations,  or  the  Rules 
of  Order  preceding  them,  shall  be  expunged,  amended  or 
added  to,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Council  at  a 
Regular  meeting,  notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been 
given  at  the  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Council  pieceding.
